Pilot Likes Experiments

It’s not often a man can combine his 
hobby with his career, but for a flying 
enthusiast who lives at the end of an 
airport runway, it’s a little easier. 
Mike Swick has a workshop in the 
garage of his Airpark home, so there’s 
no room for a car. There’s plenty of 
room, however, for Swick’s handbuilt 
Taylorcraft airplane and for 
the 
skeleton of another plane on its way to 
completion. 
Located on the far western outskirts 
of the Plano city limits, the small 
airport sports a number of homes 
owned by pilots interested in owning 
and-or making their own airplanes. 
Swick’s workshop is a little different 


from his neighbors’, though, since the 
airplanes built in the garage are 
experimental in design, constructed 
specifically for aerobatic flying. 
“ It beats working for a living,” 
Swick joked about his career-hobby. 
Raised in airport homes, the pilot 
helped his father build his first air­ 
plane at age 13 and began building his 
own planes and experimenting with 
aerobatic designs about five years 
ago. 
In that time. Swick developed a 
conversion kit which he sells to flyers 
who have “regular” planes but want 
them modified for aerobatics So far,

Advertised in trade publications, 
the kits involve detailed blueprints 
and directions for making airplanes 
strong enough to endure stunt 
m aneuvers. Steering wheels a re 
removed and replaced with control 
sticks, resulting in a kind of power 
steering for airplanes, according to 
the inventor 
The wings of the aircraft are also 
modified,

However, he 
has been unable to secure council 
approval of the scheme. 
He may m ake it this time, as 46 
homeowners in the area have agreed 
that the development is reasonable 
with 
certain 
restrictio n s. 
The 
residents have asked for strict land­ 
scaping, screening and lighting 
requirem ents. 
Homeowners have also specifically 
requested that day care centers be 
banned from the property. Harwath 
told the commission that he needs 
such a facility on the southwestern 
portion of the tract. 
The public hearing on the case is the 
first action item of the 7:30 p.m. 
meeting. Public hearings are also 
scheduled on the rezoning of 14.9 acres 
on the southwest corner of Alma and 
Parker Rds. and of 6.6 acres on the 
southwest corner of Parker and North 
Central Expressway. 
The Parker-Central site will be 
developed as a Target store. The 
property is now zoned for Planned 
Development-Office and Cambridge 
C om panies has requested Light 
Commercial. 
The Alm a-Parker rezoning is a 
request from Dizon and Garfield. The 
developers have requested duplex 
instead of apartm ent zoning and have 
submitted a replat of the property. 
In other action, the council will 


review bids received on the westside 
natatorium, consider the best date for 
a bond election and review bids on the 
Coit Rd. Elevated Storage Tank and 
Coit Rd.

H. 
Wurtzebach, assistant professor of 
real estate and finance, released the 
findings in the August issue of Texas 
Business Review. They said the total 
dollar volume for the first six months 
of the year was 27 per cent higher than 
the sam e period last year. 
The researchers reported steady 
growth in all permit authorization 
categories. Total new construction led 
with a 28 per cent increase over the 
first two quarters in 1976. 
Residential building authorizations 
gained 48 per cent over 1976 new 
construction figures, nonresidential 
perm its increased by 6 per cent and 
additions and alterations increased by 
23 per cent. 
Central cities showed a 24 per cent 
increase 
in 
new 
construction; 
medium-sized cities a 29 per cent 
increase from 1976, and metropolitan 
areas had a 33 per cent increase in 
permits. 
Residential permits authorized in 
June increased 12 per cent above May 
levels.

“There seems to be a new interest in 
three and fourplexes, which may 
indicate a return of the small investor 
to the m arket,” the researchers said 
“The May to June increase for these 
multifamily dwellings was 241 per 
cent; the year-todate increase was 77 
per cent.”

Windows Can Cause 
High Energy Losses

to 
recent 
studies conducted by the U. 
S. Dept, of Housing and 
Urban Development, win­ 
dows and doors together 
account for 70 percent of 
your heating load and 46 
percent of your cooling load. 
Windows may be your 
home’s biggest cause of 
energy loss. You lose three 
times as much energy 
through the glass in your 
windows as you lose from 
leakage around the frames 
and sash. So, though you 
conscientiously caulk and 
weatherstrip all your win­ 
dows, you still will lose 
energy through them in two 
other ways, as follows: 
Conduction on the direct 
transmission of heat through 
your window panes. Heat 
travels from warm areas to 
cool areas, so if you are 
trying to keep your home 
heated, 
the 
warmth 
is 
traveling 
through 
your 
window glass to the outside 
cooler air, or if you are 
trying to cool your home, 
outside warmth is coming in 
through your windows. 


Radiation is the movement 
of energy through space. 
Windows store heat 
and 
radiate it to the outside or to 
the inside as appropriate. 
Blinds and draperies block 
the sun’s light, but absorb its 
heat and re-radiate it into 
the room. This radiant heat 
input may be 15 times 
greater than the heat being 
conducted from the warm 
outside air. Clear glass 
(including insulating glass) 
permits almost all of the 
sun’s radiant heat to enter. 
Tinted glass absorbs part 
of this heat and re-radiates it 
to the outside air. But when 
it is hot outdoors and there is 
no breeze to carry away the 
absorbed heat, the protec­ 


tion from tinted glass drops 
very low, just when you need 
it most. Much of this heat 
movement can be prevented 
by the use of solar films, 
which are marketed under 
several brand names and in 
varying color tints. 
Solar films, or reflective 
films, literally bounce away 
nearly 80 percent of the heat 
normally transmitted by the 
sun into your home through 
your windows. They also 
reduce the loss of window 
heat during the summer, 
easing the operating load on 
your air conditioning unit. 
Originally developed for 
the U.S. space program and 
now being adapted for 


residential use, solar films 
are transparent, reflective 
polyester films of various 
densities which bond to glass 
surfaces. Modern reflective 
films will keep your home 
cooler in 
summer 
and 
warmer in winter. They also 
help stop the fading of 
draperies, rugs and fur­ 
niture. The glass also is 
made shatterproof by film 
forming a permanent bond. 
Solar films can be in­ 
stalled by the homeowner, 
but it is recommended that 
you let a trained technician 
perform the installation. It

County Must Hire 
Adequate Jail Staff 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Many people here, for one 
reason or another, visit New 
York City 
regularly, 
oc­ 
casionally, frequently or 
spasmodically. 
There was a great deal of 
relief among them last week 
when Governor Hugh Carey 
signed a bill to ban topless 
dancing in New York City 
bars. 
Sam Phizbeam, a local 
fireman who visits New 
York 
occasionally, 
was 
overjoyed when he heard the 
news 
“I have never felt when I 
was in New York that I was 
b e i n g 
a d e q u a t e l y 
safeguarded 
from 
topless 
dancers,” Phizbeam told 
me. “That’s the main reason 
I only visited the city oc­ 
casionally, rather than regu­ 
larly or frequently. 
“If the topless 
ban 
is 
adequately 
enforced, 
it 
should go a long way toward 
convincing firemen in other 
parts of the country that 
New York is once again a 
safe place to visit.” 
I said, “In what way did 
you feel threatened by the 


topless 
dancer 
menace?” 
“The main threat was that 
when you were walking past 
a go go bar a gang of topless 
dancers would rush out of 
the sidewalk, drag you inside 
and compel you to spend 
several hours watching them 
perform. 
“It was a terrible thing to 
have happen to you. It could 
cause you to be late for 
business appointments, to 
fail to show up for social 
engagements or even miss a 
plane back to Washington. 
“And that wasn’t the worst 
of it. The most distressing 
part 
was 
the 
lack 
of 
redeem ing social 
value. 
Usually, my only reason for 
going to New York is to get 
my 
social 
values 
redeemed.” 
I said, 
“Did you ever 
complain to the police about 
being 
detained 
in 
this 
manner?” 
P h i z b e a m 
s n o r t e d 
derisively. “A fat lot of good 
that would have done. Those 
New York cops were totally 
out of sympathy with visiting 
firemen who were forced to 
spend their evenings in 


topless bars. 
“ Morever, in order to 
prove coercion you had to 
have at least three wit­ 
nesses. And you know how 
New Yorkers are about 
getting involved.” 
I told Phizbeam I could 
understand his delight over 
being protected from topless 
dancers and asked if there 
were any other safeguards 
he felt in need of. 
He said he would ap­ 
preciate 
som e 
sort 
of 
safeguards from having to 
buy copies of Playboy, 
Penthouse and Hustles:every 
month. 
I said, “Aren’t you getting 
enough protection from the 
Supreme Court ruling that 
applies com m unity stan­ 
dards 
to 
magazines 
like 
that?” 
Phizbeam shook his head. 
“In some cases, that only 
made it worse. The Supreme 
Court is wasting its time 
using community standards 
to protect us from buying 
bawdy magazines. 
“ It 
should 
be 
doing 
something to protect us from 
community standards.”

By March of next year, Collin County will 
possess one of the most modern jails in the 
state. But unless the new facility is properly 
staffed, it will be nothing more than a 
multi-million dollar waste of taxpayers’ 
money. 
For years the county has been saddled 
with a 
100-year 
old jail 
plagued 
by 
breakouts, Civil Liberties suits and State 
Health Dept, closures. With the opening of 
the new jail, we will finally be rid of this 
continual embarrassment. But will it be 
replaced with inadequate county law en­ 
forcement? 
County Judge Nathan White Jr. and the 
Commissioners Court are currently in­ 
volved in planning the 1977-78 county 
budget. At a recent meeting with Sheriff 
Jerry Burton, manpower for the new jail 
was discussed with Burton’s chances of 
getting his “minimum staff requirements” 
looking dim. 
The Sheriff repeatedly told the judge and 
commissioners that his request for new 
employees had been cut as much as possible 
to still comply with State Jail Standards 
Commission stipulations. He in turn was 
told by Judge White that “there must be 
some way” to run the jail with even less 
personnel since the county simply could not 
afford the new employees. The judge added 
that 
the 
Jail 
Standards 
Commission 
regulations might have to be violated 
resulting in a possible court battle between 
the county and state. 
Commissioner Chuck Frisk of Plano 


seemed to be the only member of the court 
to bow to Burton’s superior knowledge of the 
best way to staff and manage his depart­ 
ment. 
We agree that some of the Jail Standards 
rulings are too strict and that a 37 percent 
increase in the Sheriff’s Dept, staff seems 
excessive 
at 
first 
glance. 
However, 
examining the fact that the department is 
moving operations to a facility three times 
the size of its present jail with a dozen times 
the technology, a boost of 14 employees does 
not seem extreme in the least. 
In the three years that Sheriff Burton has 
held office, the efficiency of his department 
has improved immensely. We congratulate 
him on doing the job he has done with the 
facility and manpower he has had to work 
with. A sufficient staff at the new jail is 
desperately needed for a continuation of a 
smoothly-run 
Sheriff’s 
office. 
Enough 
people must be allowed for jail operation in 
order to justify the millions of dollars spent 
on providing the new facility. 
We urge Judge White and the com­ 
missioners to provide the funds requested 
by Sheriff Burton in the new budget. There 
must be another less critical area of the 
budget that can be cut to provide the 
necessary funds. What can be more im­ 
portant than the protection of county 
residents? 
We also applaud Judge White for his ef­ 
forts toward frugal budgeting of our tax 
dollars, but please, not at the expense of 
adequate county law enforcement.

World Sampler

It is not surprising to learn that at least one of the 
three men jailed for kidnaping 26 school children in 
Chowchilla, Cal., is still dreaming of ways to make a 
movie — and a fortune — out of the experience. 
From Jesse James to the Watergate dozens, 
Americans 
have 
been 
indulgent 
toward 
their 
criminals, memorializing them in song and story and 
buying their books when they have lived long enough to 
write them. 
Often, time wraps the viciousness in gauze. Mass- 
murderer Charles Starkweather was a folk hero of 
sorts by the time he was led into the execution cham­ 
ber. And the Boston Strangler was the subject of books 
and a movie before fellow inmates cut short his stay at 
Walpole State Prison where he whiled away time 
making “chokers" for sale as souvenirs. 
It was no wonder that the Chowchilla kidnaper could 
forsee the day he would be “open for deals ” Such deals 
have been made before, and will be again, whether the 
criminal is a Gary Gilmore or a James Earl Ray The 
line between fame and infamy is easily blurred and 
notoriety can count as much as celebrity and is just as 
readily coined 
That special interplay between the society and 
certain kinds of criminals is evident now in the case of 
the killer “Son of Sam.” now terrorizing New York City 
while sending 
letters 
to 
the 
city’s 
bestknown 
newspaper writer, Jimmy Breslin “Son of Sam” has 
used his insanity to transform himself into a media 
personality. Not only can he influence Breslin, “Son of 
Sam” can command space on the front pages of the 
newspapers and time at the top of the nightly 
newscasts. 
He can influence in his sick way the decisions of 
hundreds of thousands of people, affecting the way they 
wear their hair or where they go on dates He can also 
influence in a direct way Hit activities of the police, 
presumably taking satisfaction in outfoxing them. 
It is as thugh an exhibitionist lias found a way to 
startle and shock an infinite variety of people. Sam has 
found through the media a way to magnify the impact 


of his act to an immeasurable degree. The more daring 
his crimes, the greater their shock value, the greater 
Sam’s effect on the media, the greater his power. 
Sam cannot be ignored. His crimes are news of great 
immediacy and concern. To downplay the shootings or 
to gloss over them is to create more potenial victims 
and delay his capture. Yet, to publicize Sam is to ac­ 
cede to his strength, to collaborate in his fantasy. 
If Sam is captured, one thing is certain. There will be 
no end of promoters anxious to help him tell his story. 
The movies and the networks will be bowling each 
other over in a rush for the rights. “Son of Sam” will 
become as much a part of American lore as Bonnie and 
Clyde or Al Capone. 
And when the imitators come, as they will, we will be 
no better able to cope with them than we were with the 
original.

If he wants to 
hold spending down and continue to give fiscal 
restraint top priority, then total welfare spending 
should not be increased at this time. 
The hard choices must be faced sooner or later, and a 
straddle now won’t help in the long run.

We sympathize with President Carter’s dilemma on 
welfare reform. Conservatives are demanding that he 
avoid an increase in total spending at the same time he 
is under fire from black leaders for being insensitive to 
the needs of the poor. 
But these are the hard choices that go along with 
being president, and we don’t think the way out lies in 
the proposed financing scheme now under con­ 
sideration in the White House, particularly the idea of 
using $13 billion from the new well-head tax on 
petroleum for welfare purposes. 
We have said before that any revenue from new 
energy taxes which is not rebated to consumers should 
be used by the government for energy conservation 
purposes, including mass transit and research on more 
efficient ways of using energy. 
Not only would that use in itself ultimately benefit 
poor people but to do otherwise with taxes enacted in 
the name of the energy crisis is to undermine the 
credibility of the energy program — which has suffered 
credibility problems from the beginning. 
In reference to financing welfare reform, however, 
the use of energy-related revenue is especially 
questionable It’s a patchwork solution and dodges the 


San Francisco Chronicle 
The Customs Service has apparently been slicing 
open the envelopes of letters mailed to this country 
from Americans overseas, presumably to ferret out 
drugs and contraband. In the last fiscal year, Customs 
opened some 270,000 envelopes, 48,000 of which con­ 
tained prohibited or dutiable items, the service told a 
Congressional subcommittee. 
We have a general abhorrence of violating the 
privacy of Americans’ mail, but it appears that 
Customs has the legal right currently to monitor 
overseas correspondence. However, there have been 
abuses of this right in the past, and the service 
published proposed regulations — after, it must be 
noted, a subcommittee of the House Governmental 
Operations Committee began looking into the abuses — 
which would limit the agency’s mail openings. 
Under these proposals, letters could be opened only if 
a dog trained to sniff drugs reacted to the letter or if the 
letter’s bulk indicated there was more than paper in­ 
side the envelope. An aide to Subcommittee Chairman 
Richardson Preyer described the new regulations as 
“a step in the direction of cleaning up their (Customs’) 
act.” We hope his prediction is correct; casual 
violation of confidentiality of the mails by any 
governmental agency is simply unacceptable.” 


The report of the Privacy Protection Study Com­ 
mission deals with a subject which ... is becoming of 
increasing concern to Americans. Simply put, it is the 
protection of individual privacy. 
The 650-page report of the privacy commission 
contains no less than 162 recommendations for new 
federal anc' state laws and voluntary actions to assure 
the right of an individual to know what information is 
being kept on him, to give him some control over it and 
some recourse in case it is misused. 
We question the commission’s recommendation that 
an independent federal agency be created to oversee 
privacy rulemaking and enforcement. Let’s try the 
specific law versus specific abuse approach first before 
we add yet another bureaucratic tier to the already 
bulging federal establishment. 
The privacy commission report has certainly given 
Congress enough specifics to chew on for a long time. 
We just hope they don’t chew too long; the protection of 
individual privacy is too important for Congress to 
delay.

Population 


Of Allen 
At 5,378 


The population of the City 
of Allen was officially cer­ 
tified as 5,378 at a recent 
meeting of the City Council. 
The certification clears 
the way for the city to call an 
election on a home rule 
charter if it chooses to do so. 
Sam Wyse, Allen’s city 
planner, used four different 
methods to estimate the 
population and each method 
put the figure above 5,000. 
He said he felt the figures 
were conservative and a 
house-to-house census of 
families could even put the 
population closer to the 6,000 
mark. 
The figure the council 
finally agreed upon as 
conservatively realistic was 
Wyse’s tabulation which 
showed 1,660 residential 
water meters in use and an 
average of 3.24 persons per 
household. 
Wyse, an urban planner 
for 14 years, has conducted 
similar studies in 50 cities. 
His testimony convinced the 
council to certify the over 
5,000 population to the North 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments.

AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI) — 
Friends and political allies 
of L VTI don B. Johnson during 
the past week have rallied to 
the 
former 
president’s 
defense of a 
charge he 
participated in the stuffing 
of a South Texas ballot box in 
1948 which put him in his 
first national office. 
The 
allegations 
con­ 
cerning the now infamous 
Box 13 in Jim Wells County 
followed Johnson all the way 
to the White House. They 
gained credibility a week 
ago following publication of 
an interview with a former 
Jim Well election official 
who said he “ will not be 
around much longer" and 
wanted to clear his con­ 
science. 
The official, Luis Salas, 
said that three days after the 
1948 election he attended a 
meeting in San Diego, Tex., 
between Johnson and South 
Texas political boss George 
Parr. Salas said Johnson 
told Parr he could win if he 
had 200 votes, and that Parr 
then agreed to supply them. 
Salas said he certified the 
bogus ballots as legitimate. 
Johnson won the election 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination for the U.S. 
Senate by 87 votes — of 
nearly one million cast — 
over former Texas 
Gov. 
Coke Stevenson. In those 
days, whoever won the 
Democratic nomination also 
won the general election. 
Johnson’s supporters — 
many of them upset over the 
fact that Salas waited until 
the principals were dead to 
tell his story — do not claim 
there was no voter fraud in 
the 
election, 
only 
that 
Johnson was not involved. 
Johnson’s administrative 
assistant at the time of the 
contested election, Walter 
Jenkins, said vote totals 
from a number of counties 
were 
switching 
and 
changing in the days im­ 
mediately following the 
election and that no one 
knew who was ahead. 
Jenkins, now an Austin 
radio executive, said the 
latest flurry will not affect 
Johnson’s place in history 
“ because there’s nothing 
new in it. 
“ It’s all so hashed and 
rehashed,” h e,said. “ The 


only new thing is that he was 
there (at the meeting with 
Parr), and that part isn't 
true ” 
‘ There were irregularities 
all over the state," said 
Mary Rather, Johnson’s 
personal secretary in 1948. 
Statements by the Johnson 
associates, evidence from 


old poll tax rolls and com­ 
ments from South Texans 
close to Parr and 
his 
political powerbroking have 
raised substantial questions 
about the accuracy of Salas' 
story. 
“ I don’t think that Lyndon 
met with Parr in San Diego 
like Luis Salas said.” said

Sleeping Bags 
Should Be 
‘Tried On’ 


Sleeping bags are on sale, 
but “ try them on,” before 
deciding, says Mrs. Jean 
Carlton, county extension 
agent. 
First consider equipment 
rental, if the outdoor ex­ 
perience is new to you. “ In 
fact, rent more than once,” 
the agent 
recommends. 
“ Then judge what features 
to look for in a sleeping 
bag.” 
The bag should be about 
two inches longer and wider 
than your body is—clothed in 
full outdoor sleeping gear 
Some 
labels 
state 
measurements, but testing is 
best, so ‘try it on,’” the agent 
says. 
Ask to see a cross-section 
of the sleep 
bag 
con­ 
struction. The best are 
“ offset sewn” ; that is. the 
quilting stitching on the 
outer shell is not directly 
above the stitching on the 
inner shell. 
“ Quilt-through” 
constr­ 
uction—in which outer and 
inner shell are stitched 
together—allows more heat 
loss than “ offset sewn” 
construction. 
About zippers: look for two 
double-toggle zippers that 
open the bag either from top 
or bottom for ventilation. 
Some bags zip all the way 
down the side and across the 
foot end. Better ones have— 
along the zipper—a draft 
tube that reduces heat loss.

The latest entry in the 
exotic pet field is the hermit 
crab, captured, trained and 
groomed by two Florida men 
who figure that the rocks 
which made such a hit in 1967 
are getting to be a bore. 
David Oslin and Dan 
Sheffer, a printer and a 
photographer now operating 
the Great American Crab 
Company in Orlando, Fla., 
say they are marketing 5,000 
hermit crabs a week to 250 
department 
stores across 
the country. They sell retail 
for about $3. 
They got the idea when 
Sheffer was celebrating his 
birthday and somebody gave 
him a crab to play with. 
“ Crabs are delightful,” 
says Oslin, in New York to 
sign up some new stores. 
“ They respond to your care 
and attention just 
like 
people. Each has his own 
unique personality.” 
The two said they con­ 
sulted Dr. Patsy McLughlin, 
a marine biologist in Miami 
and an authority on hermit 
crabs, who confirmed their 
belief that crabs could be 
feasible household pets. 
“ They are durable pets,” 
Sheffer said. “ With proper 
care thev’ll live IO to 15

years. We’ve heard of some 
crabs living to be over 50 
years old ” 
But while a single female 
may lay as many as 20,000 
eggs in her natural habitat, 
they won’t reproduce in 
captivity. 
Hermit crabs are native to 
the Florida Keys, as well as 
some 
Latin 
American 
countries, 
but 
Oslin and 
Sheffer import theirs from 
Puerto RICO. 
In Orlando the crabs are 
provided new and decorative 
shells, which they quickly 
adapt to after a thorough 
inspection. It’s not unnatural 
for hermit crabs to exchange 
shells on occasion, even in 
their natural habitat on the 
beach. 
The company also sells 
commerically prepared crab 
food, terrarium bowls, coral 
and crushed stone for crab 
homes. 
“ But they will eat almost 
anything,” Sheffer said. 
“ Their favorites are fresh 
lettuce, dry cereal, dry dog 
food, turtle food and — 
especially — peanut butter 
and jelly.” 
In a small manual Sheffer 
and Oslin encourage new 
owners to play with their 
crabs. 
“ They’ll crawl playfully 
on your hands and arms, 
loving the attention they 
get,” the manual says. “ If 
you’re a little squeamish, 
you might want to use a 
glove at first. Once they’ve 
learned that you’re not going 
to hurt them, they’ll never 
feel the need to be defensive.

HOUSTON (UPI) - If the 
game of college football has 
a more fervent fan than Bob 
Beaven, let him come for­ 
ward and see if he can top 
these statistics.

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1977: A New Era For SWC Football?

DALLAS (UPI) - It’s 
been happening for quite 
some time now, but football 
historians may look back on 
1977 as the year a new era 
officially began in the South­ 
west Conference. 
The old era began to fade 
three years ago. There is 
good argument, in fact, for 
saying that the final stages 
began on Nov. 9, 1974 — the 
day Baylor came from 
behind to upset Texas and 
start a surge that led the 
Bears to the conference 
championship. 
The old guard — Arkansas 
and Texas — fought back one 
more time in 1975 to tie 


Texas A&M for the title, but 
last 
year 
the 
fledgling 
Houston Cougars and the 
Texas Tech Red Raiders 
shared the crown while the 
Longhorns and Razorbacks 
slumped to 5-5-1 records. 
At the conclusion of the 
1976 campaign Darrell Royal 
and Frank Broyles, who 
between them produced 
some of the finest football 
team s this area of the 
country 
has 
ever 
had, 
retired as coaches of the 
universities of Texas and 
Arkansas. 
And, as the 1977 season 
approaches, neither the 
Longhorns nor Razorbacks 
are being given the slightest 
consideration for the SWC 


crown. That hasn’t happened 
since Royal and Broyles 
appeared in the conference 
20 years ago, but this year it 
has happened for apparently 
good reasons. 
When Arkansas coach Lou 
Holtz was told his club was 
being picked to finish about 
in the middle of the SWC 
race, he said: 
“I didn’t know we were 
picked that high.” 
There 
is 
w idespread 
disagreem ent about the 
likely SWC champion this 
year, and that should make 
for a good race. Defending 
champions Houston and 
Texas Tech are the choices 
in some circles and Texas 
A&M — thought by some to 


be the best team in this 
league when the season 
ended last year — is given an 
excellent chance as well. 
“No doubt we should enter 
the 
1977 
season 
with 
momentum and a winning 
attitude since we won our 
last seven games last year,” 
said Aggie coach Emory 
Bellard, 
whose 
club 
smashed Florida in the Sun 
Bowl to close out the season. 
Houston, Tech and A&M 
all finished 10-2 last year and 
all return the quarterbacks 
who were so successful in 
1976. 
The Cougars have Danny 
Davis, who gained con­ 
fidence as the year went 
along and turned into the 


game breaker that guided 
Houston to a league co­ 
championship in its first 
season in the conference. 
The Aggies return David 
Walker, who finally gained 
the poise expected of him 
when he first appeared in 
College Station four years 
ago. 
And Tech comes back with 
Rodney Allison, a gutty per­ 
former in the mold of former 
Texas star James Street. 
Allison’s ability to turn a 
poor play into a successful 
one inspired the Raiders to 
an 
eight-game 
winning 
streak last year. 
If those three teams live 
up to expectations 
the 
conference race could well 


be decided exactly when 
ABC television hopes it is 
decided — on Dec. 3, when 
the Aggies and Cougars 
meet in College Station. 
Other than the Big Three, 
the only other team being 
mentioned as a 
possible 
intruder this year is Baylor, 
which ran afoul of Houston 
early last year and came up 
with a wholesale number of 
injuries. 
Baylor still finished 7-3-1 
and returns a good nucleus 
this year, but quarterback 
Mark 
Jackson 
has 
graduated and the Bears 
have nothing 
but 
inex­ 
perience at that position. 
Next 
in 
this 
year’s 
forecasting order come 


Texas and Arkansas 
with 
Holtz in Fayetteville and 
Fred Akers in Austin trying 
to take over from 
the 
legends 
Texas 
still 
has 
Earl 
Campbell at fullback, but the 
longhorns do not have an 
established 
quarterback 
either and they learned 
quickly last year that a big, 
burly fullback is just not 
enough anymore. 
The lower echelons this 
year should be made up — 
once again — of Rice, SMU 
and TCU. None of those 
teams has cracked the top 
division of the conference for 
the past three years. 
If there is to be a surprise 
from this group, it could 


come from T C U , where F A. 
Dry 
has 
put 
his 
disciplinarian tactics to 
work in an effort to save the 
Homed Frogs from further 
em bankm ent. 
T C U goes 
into this year’s campaign 
with the longest 
m ajor 
college losing streak in the 
country. 


“Some of our guys came to 
me after spring training,” 
said Dry, “and told me they 
didn’t think they were gofhg 
to make it all the way 
through 


“To be honest, I had been 
afraid we didn’t work them 
hard enough.”

Groundstrokes: 
Way to Winning Tennis

You’re only as good t s your 
groundstrokes. 
Even if you have a crunch­ 
ing serve, spectacular volleys 
and a dynamite overhead, in 
the end it’s your forehand and 
backhand that’ll make or 
break you. 
Many aspiring players at­ 
tempt to learn tennis by 
emulating the pros. They rea­ 
son that what’s good for Con­ 
nors and King must be good 
for them. 
So Mr. Beginner spends an 
excessive amount of time 
volleying and smashing; his 


net play improves but his 
“game” stays the same. 
Most championship players 
started their tennis education 
at an early age. They learned 
to appreciate the funda­ 
mentals of intelligent tennis: 
patience, ball control and 
good groundstrokes. Being 
four feet tall dictated their 
first strategy: 
stay away 
from the net and never miss. 
Learning tennis as an adult 
can be difficult because you 
have the physical potential to 
hit all the shots. And it’s more 
than tempting to sneak into 
the net and pound an oc­ 
casional overhead for a win­ 
ner. Unfortunately, if your 


unpatronizing 
opponent 
makes a successful lob, 
you’re forced to retreat to the 
baseline and expose your im­ 
mature groundstrokes. 


That’s the point — good 
players always play to their 
opponent’s weakness(es). If 
you can’t hit three backhands 
in a row, they’ll pin you to the 
baseline and make you 
demonstrate it. 


Stay back and learn to 
rally. Do not yield to the 
temptation of charging im­ 
pulsively into the net. Hit 
thousands of solid, deep 
groundstrokes. Keep the ball 
in play.

(UPI) — Gene Norris has 
tried to coach football the 
way the big boys do it. And 
he has coached it the way 
Trinity University wants it 
done. 
He has found the latter is 
easier. 
Trinity’s Tigers, members 
of 
a 
five-team 
non­ 
scholarship league, is an 
example of a team that plays 
for the sake of playing. And, 
thus far, it has worked just 
fine. 
“I think we’re gettting IOO 
per cent better support from 
the student body because the 
kids that are on the team are 
kids they’re in fraternities 
with, whereas it used to be 
the athletes were kind of a 
group off to themselves,” 
Norris said. 
“You know they were kind 
of like the animals in a cage, 
that we kind of knew they 
were there, but we didn’t 
have anything to do with. 
“They’re no different than 
any other 
student 
and 
they’ve got to be good 
students to get into this place 
and they’ve got to be good 
students to stay here. 
“So by and large they’re a 
more 
intelligent 
group. 
They’re easier to coach and 
they get into less academic 
problems. There are a lot of 
things on the plus side. There 
really are.” 
Norris does not entertain 
notions that his Trinity 
Tigers might maul the Texas 
Longhorns or Texas A&I 


Javelinas anytime soon, but 
he does point to the team ’s 
victories 
over 
several 
smaller college teams that 
offer scholarships and the 
fact the Tigers haven’t had a 
losing record since phasing 
out scholarships entirely 
from 1970-1974. 
He thinks that may be the 
direction 
more 
sm all 
universities will take in an 
effort to get their athletic 
costs 
down 
while 
still 
maintaining a strong in­ 
tercollegiate athletic pro­ 
gram. 
Last year Trinity joined 
Sui 
Ross, 
Tarleton, 
McMurry and Austin College 
to form the Texas Inter- 
c o l l e g i a t e 
A th le tic 
Association, which provides 
com petition for men in 
football, soccer, basketball, 
track and field, golf and 
tennis, and for women in 
volleyball, track and field, 
golf, tennis and basketball. 
No member of the con­ 
ference 
can 
provide 
scholarships for football. 
Each school can select one of 
the other sports in which to 
offer scholarships, but they 
exempt themselves from the 
conference championship in 
that sport by doing so. 
Trinity, 
a 
tennis 
powerhouse, has elected to 
forego a chance for the 
conference title to compete 
with larger schools in that 
sport. 
“It is not a de-emphasis of 
intecollegiate competition,” 
said Gary Gossett, publicity 
director for the league. 


“Otherwise we would not 
have formed the conference. 
What they are trying to do is 
b rin g 
in te r c o lle g ia te 
athletics back down to a 
level where the small school 
can compete. 
“We want to provide an 
in te rc o lle g ia te a th le tic 
program for students, but at 
the same time we want to 
keep the costs down to a 
reasonable level.” 
When 
Trinity 
began 
phasing out its football 
scholarships, it was giving 
about 60 a year a cost of 
$3,000 each plus coaching 
and staff salares. 
“ We 
were 
between 
$250,000 and $300,000 and we 
took in nothing at the gate,” 
said Norris, who coached the 
scholarship program from 
1961-69. “Right now our total 
budget is, give or take, in the 
vicinity of $50,000, which 
includes coaches’ salaries, 
and we’re all teachers, too. 
And we’ve got a heavy travel 
budget which in a few years 
will be phased out as we play 
more games at home.” 
Trinity also is a contender 
for a national championship 
in NCAA Division III, the 
largest 
NCAA 
football 
category composed entirely 
of nonscholarship schools. 
Each year the division’s four 
district champions battle for 


the national title. 
Norris said his volunteer 
football team still gets 
quality 
players, 
with 
perhaps 55 of last year’s 70 
squad members being all­ 
district performers, mostly 
from the San Antonio area. 
But he admits injuries can 
take their toll of high quality 
players quickly and the 
Tigers ought to compete 
mostly 
against 
schools 
similarly situated. 


“We have one advantage,” 
said Norris. “They’re skilled 
performers and they’re all 
there because they want to 
be there. Not one of these 
kids is getting a penny for 
playing football, so we don’t 
have any problems as far as 
them working or coming to 
practice. We tell them, 
you’re here because you 
want to be here and if you get 
to the point you don’t want to 
be here, do everybody a 
favor and drop it. 


“We’ve had less loss. I 
don’t think we’ve had IO 
players quit in the three 
years 
we’ve 
had 
the 
program. A lot for these kids 
are 6-1, 6-2,120 pounds who a 
few years ago you wouldn’t 
give 
a 
scholarship 
to 
because they weren’t quite 
big enough. You knew they 
were good football players.

Q. Is tennis taking over the 
world7 My husband and chil­ 
dren play, talk and I suppose 
dream the game. 
It has 
reached the point that prac­ 
tically nothing else is dis­ 
cussed, read or even watched 
on television. 
Ls there something wrong 
with me because I can’t get 
excited about a silly ball hit 
back and forth7 Or am I right 
with my concern because of 
their overdoing what I sup­ 
pose could be a good thing7 
A. Too much of anything is 
probably not “a good thing,” 
although tennis and other 
sports enthusiasts may insist 
one can never have too much. 
It can provide fun, fresh air, 
exercise and companionship, 
so their involvement might be 
at least partly justified. 
But you live in their home 
too, and a little recognition 
and respect for your interests 
are no doubt warranted. 
Tennis appears to be on top 
for many people these days. 
Baseball and football also 
have their fans, and watch 
out for hockey and soccer. 
They seem to be coming up 
fast. 


Q. My husband and I dis­ 
agree about a lot of things re­ 
lated to our children, some­ 
times almost violently. A re­ 
cent argument really upset 
me. 
He feels that children have 
to adjust to tough situations, 
like death or sickness, so he 
goes into gory detail about 
them. It’s a hard world, he 
says, so let them get used to it 
when they’re young. 
I think he goes much too 
far. If you’d see the expres­ 
sions on their faces when he 
describes surgery and funer­ 
als, you’d agree that he 
may be creating some serious 
problems for them. Our little 
girls are 4 and 6 years old. 
Tell me honestly, am I too 
sensitive? 


A. Children can of course 
be taught how difficult life is 
but only to the extent that 
they can comfortably and 
understandingly absorb the 
facts. To go into frightening 
detail in the way your hus­ 
band apparently does is a 


kind of cruelty to which 
young children should not be 
exposed. 
People do get sick, but most 
of them recover. They die, 
but usually well beyond child­ 
hood. Hospitals are a neces­ 
sity, but most children have 
Little contact with them dur­ 
ing the early years. 
There are enough adjust­ 
ments they have to make in 
their day-to-day lives without 
forcing artificial pressures on 
them. Adjusting to friends, 
schedules, family and school 
will help them absorb trau­ 
matic events later on. 
So will the security that 
loving parents can provide. 


Q. In one of your columns 
you pooh-poohed the idea of 
diet controlling hyperactivity 
in children. It is about time 
you woke up to what is going 
on! Why don’t you read the 
book by Dr. Ben Feingold and 
get with it? 
A. I have met Dr. Feingold, 
heard him speak, read his 
book, and admire his work 
related to artificial coloring 
and flavoring in foods and 
how they may affect hyper­ 
activity. I have quoted him 
and referred people to his 
book and research. 
He has said that more re­ 
search needs to be done in 
this important area, and I 
agree with him. 
But as for ridiculing his 
work, you’ll have to docu­ 
ment where and when it hap­ 
pened.

Helpful tips and healthy 
arguments — we have them 
both today. 
The first to be heard from is 
Shirley Estes Berg, director 
of education for Talon Fash­ 
ion Center, who recommends 
these time-saving tips for 
sewing: 
— Always carry 
fabric 
samples with you to match 
colors and to avoid doubling 
back to switch your buy. Se­ 
lect fabrics that are easy to 
handle, easy to care for, and 
require no lining. 
— Machine topstitching 
saves time. Use a topstitch- 
ing-weight thread. And, to in­ 
sure a straight line, use an 
adhesive sewing tape as a 
guide. 
— Gimmicks: Self-gripping 
fasteners, which go on in one- 
third the time it takes to sew 
hooks, buttons or snaps; and 
basting tape for positioning 
zippers, trim s, braids or 
patch pockets. 
“ Also,” Berg says, “ do it 
together. When the girls 
come for coffee, have them 
bring their sewing projects 
... an exchange of sewing ex­ 
pertise makes good con­ 
versation.” 
Our second voice is Jane 
Hill, Boca Raton, Fla.: “ Your 


column is often the topic of 
discussion in my sewing 
classes, so I feel an obligation 
to comment on a letter that 
recently appeared.

Quintana stated, ‘... the 
higher the polyester content, 
the higher the wrinkle rate.’ 
And, ‘It seems to me blends of 
Dacron and cotton are more 
difficult to work with.’ One of 
the outstanding characteris­ 
tics of polyester is its ability 
to resist wrinkling. Polyester 
is a generic name, Dacron is 
a trade name.

As for the Dacron-versus- 
polyester — not all polyesters 
behave the same. Perhaps 
Connie meant Dacron is more 
difficult for her to work with 
than some of the other poly­ 
esters.

Let’s say John Doe and his 
neighbor Mary Smith are in 
the high blood pressure 
ranks. 
They take medicine pre­ 
scribed, avoid salt, cut down 
on sex, beer, liquor and have 
otherwise modified their 
lifestyle to avoid a crippling 
or killing stroke. 
They also steer clear of 
arguments. 
Tension of any kind is 
viewed as a bare w ire 
crackling with electricity. 
They keep away. 
But once a month when 
John goes to his doctor and 
Mary goes to hers to have 
their blood pressure taken, 
they end up frustrated. The 
blood pressure in 
each 
patient still is not within 
normal ranges. 
The unspicy lifestyle isn’t 
helping. The medicine isn’t 
helping. Or so it seems. Is it 
worth living like zombies? 
Should they inject some zest 
into life. 
Dr. Irvine Page, Editor of 
Modern Medicine, a journal 
for doctors, takes a look at 
the day-to-day treatment of 
such hypertensive patients. 
In an editorial titled, “ The 
Two 
Worlds 
of 
H yper­ 
tension,” 
Page, 
a 
distinguished 
cardiologist, 
suggests better ways of 
monitoring 
high 
blood 
pressure — better probably 
than those periodic checks in 
the doctor’s office. 
And he’s not for people 
living like zombies. 
He 
thinks 
the 
doctor 
probably should take three 
or 
four 
measurements. 
Apprehension 
and 
ex­ 
citement may increase the 
patient’s pressure the first 
or second time around. 
In the search for a true 
monitoring on the blood 
pressure, 
which 
often 
fluctuates, Page recom ­ 
mends: 
— The doctor should take 
several readings. And if the 
doctor 
isn’t 
taking 
the 
pressure, the person doing it 
had better know how. “ It is

— The mayor of 
Rhinelander is not only a 
woman, but also the town’s 
resident “ willow witch ” 
Claribel Prosser, in her 
third tw o-year term 
as 
m ayor of this northern 
Wisconsin city and one of the 
state’s few woman mayors, 
is surprised anyone makes a 
fuss over her ability to find 
underground water using a 
forked twig 
“ I’ve been willow witching 
for over 30 years,” said the 
59-year-old 
grandmother. 
Though it’s called willow 
witching, Mrs. Prosser uses 
hazel bush instead of willow 
because hazel is tougher 
wood. To find wate^,* she 
holds the forked branch by 
two of its ends and aim s the 
third forward. 
“When you start over a 
stream , the tip of the crotch 
will go down. When you get 
into the strong part of the 
stream , 
it 
goes 
down, 
stra ig h t dow n,” she ex ­ 
plained 
“ When you start 
going out of the stream , it 
will bend toward you. It will 
go right around in a circle if 
you go far enough.” 
Mrs. 
Prosser 
said 
she 
discovered her talent when 
she and her husband built a 
house on a lake and needed a 
well. “ So we started to talk 
about it and I got some 
crotches and found I could do 
it. 
“ My father did it. I d seen 


him do it as a child, but I 
never had tried it before. I 
nevei had the occasion to try 
it,” Mrs. Prosser said. 
“ Anyway, it worked. We 
had the well driller come out 
the next day and in two hours 
we were drinking water out 
of our own well.” 
Word of her ability spread 
and soon 
re la tiv e s and 
friends were asking her to 
find water. She said she gets 
about eight or IO calls a year 
and never takes a fee for her 
work. 
Mrs. Prosser says she isn’t 
sure what gives her the 
ability to find water. 
“ It has something to do 
with genetics in your body, 
something in the cells,” she 
offered. “ My father couldn’t 
wear a wrist watch and I 
can’t either because they 
won’t run — some sort of 
electricity in the body.” 
She added, “ None of my 
four children have it, nor any 
of my six grandchildren.” 
And for the skeptics? 
“ I always tell them, ‘If you 
don’t believe, you don’t have 
to believe it. It works. I know, 
it works. I don’t know what 
makes it work. The water is 
there and it’s down where I 
tell them to go. I've always 
been successful.”

The implication was that 
the woman was receiving a 
subtle form of retaliation for 
her legal action against her 
employer. Perhaps this isn’t 
the case; only time will tell 
for sure, but retaliation or 
loss of security is only one of 
the fears which keep women 
from filing discrimination 
suits in the work place. 
Mary Valentino of Wash­ 
ington, D.C., who has filed a 
class action suit against the 
Postal Service is doing so be­ 
cause, “In order to do any­ 
thing for women, you have to 
be able to impact the whole 
system.” 
Valentino, one of the three 
top-ranking women in the 
Postal Service was hired by 
that agency in February, 
1974, to implement its first 
nationwide women’s pro­ 
gram. In June, 1976, her of­ 
fice was reorganized, and 
Valentino was rejected for 
the two newly created posts, 
which were filled by men. She 
won a Civil Service grievance 
which the Postal Service is 
appealing, and so Mary 
Valentino turned to the 
courts. 
Looking back, Valentino 
now feels that the Postal 
Service had no intention of 
allowing her to do the job she 
was 
hired 
for. 
And well they might need to 
do so. “Of all white-collar 
posts in the Postal Service, 
16.5 per cent are held by 
women — that is the lowest of 
any major federal agency,” 
she says. In 1976, 562 com­ 
plaints of sex discrimination 
were filed by women who 
work there against the Postal 
Service. 
Many class action suits 


brought by women against 
employers are seeing positive 
outcomes. 
Sullivan and Cromwell, one 
of the nation’s most promi­ 
nent law firms, was sued by 
Attorney Diane S. Blank, a 
graduate of New York Uni­ 
versity Law School. Sullivan 
& Cromwell, a New York- 
based firm, did not admit dis­ 
crimination, nevertheless 
they agreed to a number of 
procedures 
to 
provide 
“further assurance that it 
will not pursue employment 
policies which discriminate 
on the basis of sex.” 
Among the points agreed 
upon was to offer positions 
each year to a number of 
women, “comparable” to the 
percentage of women in the 
graduating classes of the law 
schools from which it recruits 
new lawyers. It was also 
agreed to make the same 
benefits available to the 
spouses of women attorneys 
as are available to the 
spouses of male attorneys. 
Mary Boudreau, a San 
Francisco ferryboat deck­ 
hand, banded with five other 
women to enjoin the Inland 
Boatman’s Union to let them 
in. She now works for Golden 
Gate ferries. Deckhands earn 


about $6.50 per hour. “I had 
worked as a secretary, as a 
waitress, and this is so much 
better,” explained Mary, and 
added, “it’s working well and 
so are the unions and the 
company.”

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‘Rent-A-Kids’ Hate Weeding Gardens

B O ISE , Ida. (U P I) - 
Weeding gardens is the 
“ bottom of the barrel” when 
it comes to summer em­ 
ployment, according the 
coordinator of the Rent-a- 
Kid job service. 
“ Sometimes you really 
have to sell a job like that 
and try to talk the employer 
into paying more if the job is 
done w ell,” said Brigid 
Nault, who organized the 
employment program here, 
one 
of 
15 
such 
YMCA 
programs in the country. 
“ The kids can’t weed 40 to 
50 hours a week so we have 
to add some 
incentive. 
Weeding is the bottom of the 
barrel because the kids pick 
all of the jobs and sometimes 
we have to really sell them 


on the idea.” 
Miss 
Nault, 
20, 
is 
a 
recreation 
administration 
major at the University of 
Idaho. She is getting nine 
hours of college credit for 
her summer 
effort 
but 
worked without pay for the 
first three weeks setting up 
the program. 
“ I work for $2.30 an hour, 
40 hours a week. I teach 
swimming classes down 
here and lead youth gym for 
an hour in the afternoon and 
I go to fitness classes,” she 
said. 
“ I had five job forms when 
I started but you should see 
the records we have now. We 
have 990 jobs and 285 kids on 
file.” 
The worst part of the job is 
“ getting frustrated ‘cause

the kids don’t want to work 
And the job requests are 
going down. We used to get 
40-50 a day. Now they’ve 
slowed down to about 15-20 
starting last week.” 
Miss Nault attributed the 
slowdown 
to 
employers 
cultivating regular workers 
through the program. 
When she organized the 
service, Miss Nault wrote 
hundreds 
of 
letters 
to 
churches, schools, and civic 
organizations. 
The media “ has just been 
fantastic — we couldn’t have 
done it without them,” she 
said, but not one service club 
has donated “ even $10.” 


The program costs the 
YMCA $800-$1,000 for the 
summer which covers the 
telephones, correspondence 
costs and office space. Miss 
Nault and two assistants are 
paid 
under 
the 
Com­ 
prehensive 
Employment 
Training Act. 
“ It’s surprising. We get 
the community's support for 
job requests 
but 
not 
in 
financing the program. And 
we could reach more people 
if we had more money,” she 
said. 
Yard work, housework and 
moving are the most com­ 
monly requested jobs. The 
pay ranges from $2.30 an

hour to as much as $15 an 
hour. 
Every request is a crisis, 
she said. 
“ It s so funny — lots of 
times employers think we 
have about IOO kids sitting in 
the office saying pick me.' 
The employers will say ‘can

“ It's not instant kid.” she 
laughed. “ We have a job 
board, but most of our work 
is done over the phone. Kids 
pick all the jobs. We don’t 
tell them they have to, in 
fact, we kind of really have 
to sell to them." 
But some youthful em­ 


ployes “ just scoop up the 
jobs — we have some really 
hard workers.** 
“ We have a Rent-a-Kid of 
the Week certificate. Next 
year if we could get funding 
we could send them a T shirt 
or a trophy — but that takes 
money.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Not 
every American man has a 
tuxedo, but 
almost every 
American man and many 
American women own at 
least one pair of jeans.

vice president of Sedgefield.

Now Segefield.

vival Despite the universal 
popularity of the 
indigo- 
colored duds that a gold 
miner first popularized more 
than a century ago, con­ 
sumers are getting picky 
about what they buy. 
Jeans, like everything else 
in the American m arket­ 
place. have gotten a lot more 
expensive than they used to 
be. 
They’ve also gotten better, 
says 
Lukey, 
who 
spent 
months touring

cities and asking young 
people what they liked

jeans. 
“ You c a n ’t call jean s 
fashion’ in the sense that

Snake River Guide ‘Pro Bum’ 


JACKSON, Wyo. (UPI) - 
Jeanne Sanders calls herself 
a “professional bum.” She 
roam s the West breaking 
horses and herding cattle, 
but every sum m er she will 
always be found 
on the 
Snake River in the Teton 
M ountains 
as 
the 
first 
woman guide for the Grand 
Teton I/)dge raft trips. 
Ms. 
S anders said she 
applied for the job because 
she loves the Snake River 
and because “ it’s great to 
make good money doing the 
thing you love.” 
She was hired as a boat­ 
man in 1976 after beating 60 
m ale ap p lican ts 
in 
the 
qualifying tests. 
Until that time, only men 
had applied for the job, said 
the Grand Teton Ix)dge Co., 
which started the rubber raft 
trips down the Snake River 
in 1961. 
The 23-year-old wom an 
had worked as a boatman 
guiding rafts for the Frances 
Johnson float trips in the 
Tetons of western Wyoming 
about five years ago, Jau.it 
when 
Johnson 
sold 
his 
business the new owners did 
not want a woman boatman. 
“The company wouldn't 
hire me because there had 
never been a girl boatman so 
I came to the Grand Teton 


Lodge Co. and trained with 
17 (finalists) and made the 
crew ,” Ms S anders ex­ 
plained. 
She said the company did 
not know what to say when 
she applied for the boat­ 
m an’s job. 
“They couldn’t say no be­ 
cause I already had been a 
boatman, but they didn’t 
want to say y e s,” 
Ms. 
Sanders said. “ Then I talked 
to the riv e r 
boss, 
Bill 
Guheen, and he said, ‘I’m 
going to work you harder 
than any guy.’ 
“ He tried to be tough, but 
he spoiled me rotten.” 
Guheen said Ms. Sanders 
learned quickly how to 
handle the rafts, which are 
33 feet long and weigh more 
than a ton. 
Ms. Sanders said it was 
hard work 
becoming ac­ 
cepted, but “once you’re in, 
you’re in.” 
Her male colleagues are 
“so fair. If you do your work, 
everything runs smoothly,” 
she said. “ I work with men 
12 months out of the year and 
I can’t stand to work with 
women anym ore.” 
She received her initial 
training in May, 1976, at the 
start of the four-month raft 
season. At that time of the 
year, the Snake is at “high 


w ater” due to the snow run­ 
off and the river really roars 
by- 
“The first thing you learn 
is an emergency landing,” 
said Ms. Sanders. “You have 
to jump off the boat and stop 
it. 
When you weigh 
125 
pounds, it’s kind of scary.” 
She is paid about $38 plus 
tips for each 22-mile trip 
down the rushing waters of 
the Snake. 
“ It 
sure 
beats 
waitressing,” she said. 
Last year, she worked as 
rear boatman, maneuvering 
the raft and watching for 
obstacles in the river, such 
as rocks or tree stum ps, 
which could tear apart the 
boat. 
She became a skipper at 
the end of the season last 
year The skipper is at the 
front of the boat and plots th 
course and 
gives 
nature 
talks to the passengers. 
Ms. Sanders said she 
picked up the information on 
the Snake River wildlife and 
plant 
life 
by 
reading 
everything she could find. “ I 
take pride in being able to 
answer all the questons,” 
she said. 
The male boatmen do not 
hassle her because she does 
her share of the work. It is a 
demanding job and each

crew members must pull his 
own weight, she said.

“We’re very pleased with 
her — she’s among the best 
of our crew of 23 boatmen.” 


“Don’t call me a boatper- 
son,” she said. “ I want to be 
part of the crew. I don’t want 
to be alienated or separated 
with a different nam e.” 
At the end of September 
when the raft trips end for 
the season, Ms. Sanders, a 
native of Scottsdale, Adz., 
cooks for elk hunting camps 
in the w ilderness areas 
around Y ellow stone and 
G rand 
Teton 
N ational 
Parks. 


During the winter, she 
train s q u a rte r horses in 
Phoenix, Adz., and, in May, 
she returns to Wyoming and 
works for a month at a ranch 
taking cows up 
to their 
summer pasture until she 
can return to the Snake 
River. 
“ Being on 
the 
Snake 
means being alive,” she 
said. “ I’ll be a boatman until 
the retire me on M edicare.”

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Decor Score 
Decorative Shades 
Functional, Beautiful

Q. We’ve just recently en­ 
closed a porch that is func­ 
tioning as a family room. We 
installed windows floor to 
ceiling on two sides and now 
are trying to figure out 
whether to install draperies 
or blinds or what. 
The room is informal and 
we wish to keep the view un­ 
obstructed by day but we 
would like some privacy at 
night sometimes. — T.W.R. 
A. You might like the win­ 
dow treatment created by in­ 
terior designer Peg Walker in 
an indoor-outdoor family 
room. She used window 
shades of a textured Fiber- 
glas yarn in a sunlit gold 
shade. 
The shades reduce the heat- 
or-cold bounce inherent in 
such large windows — pro­ 
tecting both people and 
plants. To dress up the shades 
she finished them with black 
gimp and looped hems 
around black rods. The black 
on the shades echoed the 
black vinyl sofa and the 
strong design of the area rug. 


Q. I am currently trying to 
decide what to do in my bed­ 


room. My mother recently 
gave me a lovely old quilt 
which my grandmother had 
made. 
The quilt is in need of re­ 
pair although I’ve had it on 
the bed for some time. I’d like 
to replace the frayed parts 
but, of course, that would 
damage it because it is a 
flower garden pattern and the 
colors are faded but carefully 
matched. It is in shades of 
greens, red, white and gold. 
What would you suggest? 


I really like antique things 
and I want to create a pretty 
bedroom. I plan to buy a bed 
frame and chest when I have 
the money. But for now I’d 
like to be able to use the quilt 
in my decorating. — P.M.B. 
A. Why don’t you use the 
quilt as a wall decoration in­ 
stead of on the bed? Then the 
frayed portions of it won’t be 
made worse. 
You might use the quilt be­ 
hind the bed and create a 
very dramatic bed wall. You 
might give it a very finished 
look by getting an old piece of 
doweling or a tall pillar that 
you could have sliced in two 
lengthwise. 
Install the pillar on each 
side of the quilt like a side 


frame. You could antique the 
pillar the same as some old 
chest you might pick up at a 
secondhand shop. 


The dark green in your 
quilt would be a good color for 
the antiquing. Then you 
might take another color out 
of the quilt — maybe the gold 
for a plain bedspread for your 
bed. This would give center 
stage to your quilt which 
would be very dramatic and 
interesting as well as senti­ 
mental. 


Q. I am installing an orange 
and white tile around my 
cooktop and barbeque in the 
kitchen. The pattern is 
Spanish and has small detail. 
Does this preclude my using 
wallpaper in the kitchen like 
a European design? What 
should I use for the floors? 
The cabinets are walnut. — 
M.H. 
A. Certainly you could use a 
wallpaper. I think it might be 
most pleasant to tie into the 
same colors if possible — like 
maybe a white, orange and 
blue print with a European 
inspired design. You might 
even enamel kitchen chairs in 
blue and put an off-white 
vinyl on the floor.

Sorrow Comes 
With Death

A young mother, Donna 
Williams, raised her gifted, 
blonde daughter to be less 
than a person. She loved her 
child deeply, but very selfish­ 
ly. Donna saw her daughter, 
Joan, as an extension of her 
own person, and a wonderful 
mirror in which Donna could 
see her own image. In other 
terms, Donna loving Joan as 
she did, she was loving her­ 
self. 
Normally, this kind of re­ 
lationship has severe prob­ 
lems 
during 
the 
in­ 
dependence asserting teen­ 
age years, but Joan was 
killed while riding her bicycle 
and her mother was inconsol­ 
able. She acted like she had 
lost her mind. She stayed in 
that state for months. Only 
when Donna understood what 
the relationship had been and 
found a spiritual ground for 
accepting death could she re­ 
cover from her grieving and 
take up her life and be a wife 
again. 
The most striking and 
elusive teaching offered by 
any of the world religions is 
its promise of eternal life. 
Apart from differences in 
dogma, or different religious 
teachings, 
the 
pastors, 
priests and rabbis have ac­ 
cumulated over the centuries 
a great practical experience 
in the handling of bereave­ 
ment. 
The sorrow that comes with 
death is a powerful emotion, 
and a vital religious faith has 
been the key to strengthening 
and helping people to become 
adjusted to the painful crisis 
of death. The unconscious 
mind plays a very significant 
part in sorrow as it does in all 
human experiences. 
The loss of a mate who is 
loved devotedly is very much 
like losing half of yourself. 
When two people have met 
each other’s needs and have 
created their happiness to­ 
gether, the loss which death 
abruptly brings cannot be 
minimized. 
The mate or child that was 
so close is no longer in the 
house and no longer shares 
the table, the humor, or 
routine of daily life. The flow 
of life is disrupted. The 
crushing impact hits that the 
world is dull and empty and 
life is without any worthwhile 
purpose. 
Grief-stricken persons are 
often 
surprised, 
if 
not 
alarmed, by the power of

persons are amazed by the

expect and were not prepared 
for. 
Breathing may be difficult, 
as though somehow a rope is 
being tightened around their 
chest. Food can become 
flavorless and appetite can be 
totally gone. Hobbies and 
concerns once enjoyed, lose 
their appeal. Tile sense of 
utter meaningless to daily 
living is bewildering. 
The first point emphasized 
by psychology and religion is 
that the bereaved should, 
without any embarrassment 
or false bravery, give expres­ 
sion to his sorrow in tears. 
There is no virtue in a rigid 
mask at such a time. Sup­ 
pressing such powerful emo­ 
tions can bring serious emo­ 
tional harm. A period of 
mourning and vented natural 
feelings is needed. 
When grieving goes beyond 
its normal length of time, 
there 
is 
something 
not 
healthy in the relationship 
with the person who has died. 
My case in point, Donna Wil­ 
liams. Following funerals, I 
have had people go blind be­ 
cause of deep identification 
with the deceased. Head­ 
aches are often common with 
no medical explanation. I 
have seen sons take on the 
tremor which their father had 
which could only be helped 
when they saw the extent 
which they were identifying 
with their father who had 
gone. 
The most common destruc­ 
tive attitude toward the de­ 
ceased is that of guilt. It can 
come from an unkindness 
that we had not rectified, 
thoughtless words said, or a 
misunderstanding that we did 
not set right. At the moment 
of death, the thought is that 
now it is too late to make 
amends or apologize. 
Victory over grief can be 
gained. If you need the help of 
a clergyman, don’t hesitate to 
go see one. The general rules 
are to let your grief express 
itself freely. Do not try to hold 
it inside. Do not be afraid of 
its severity. It is a very real 
reaction to a very vivid loss. 
Do not avoid talking about 
the person who has died. Do 
not be afraid of the word 
death. By using such words 
as “died,” it helps you accept 
it. Remember the happy side 
of your relationship with the 
one who has died. 
In the midst of your grief go 
on with your usual tasks and 
occupations. Do not brood. Do 
physical work that gives out-

“When we purchased our 
home, we had no idea one of 
our loans had to be paid off in 
five years. We can’t come up 
with this so-called ‘balloon 
payment’ of $7,000. Is this a 
normal requirement?” 
This reader inquiry docu­ 
ments one of many predica­ 
ments being encountered by 
many home buyers. The 
problem does not usually 
stem from the original trans­ 
action. It could be structured 
in a perfectly normal and 
proper manner. 
Such problems that often 
surface a few months or 
years after the purchase of a 
home usually result from the 
buyer’s lack of understanding 
of the original agreements. 
This does not necessarily re­ 
flect laziness or a lack of con­ 
cern. The “root cause” goes 
much deeper. 
Purchasing a home ranks 
very high as a “life-stress 
event” for most families. And 
let’s face it, when under 
stress we don’t grasp impor­ 
tant facts and considerations 
as we should. 
The reason for the high- 
stress atmosphere can usual­ 
ly be pinned to three basic 
causes: 
First, the purchase of a 
home involves a lot of money 
— sometimes most or all of a 
family’s hard-earned sav­ 
ings. 


Second, it brings before the 
buyer a maze of legal and 
technical documents with 
which he is usually unfamil­ 
iar. 


Third, the buyer is often 
unsure about or downright 
suspicious of the real estate 


salesman. 


“Along with politicians, 
business in general has 
dropped in the esteem of the 
public,” it was recently 
pointed out by Richard 
Evans, University of Houston 
social psychologist. “Today’s 
home buyers and sellers gen­ 
erally have a negative stereo­ 
typed opinion of business and 
people who sell. 


“Through no fault of the 
real estate practitioner, the 
negative image of business 
and selling is inherited,” 
Evans said. This general lack 
of esteem and trust adds to 
the apprehension and stress 
experienced by the home 
buyer. 


Because of all this built-up 
tension, buyers being given 
important information when 
the sale is being consummated 
pay only “polite attention” to 
details and become confused 
by the terminology. 
“People are just not their 
normal selves during land and 
home 
deals 
because 
of 
stress,” Evans emphasized. 


The best solution is to sim­ 
ply take your time during 
•each phase of your home buy­ 
ing or selling transaction. 
Don’t worry about impress­ 
ing others with your knowl­ 
edge — or trying to hide your 
lack of it. Ask questions. 
Read carefully and thought­ 
fully. 
If you need more time to 
comprehend a document, 
take it with you to study in the 
quiet of your home or over a 
cup of coffee. Taking extra 
time at this point could pre­ 
vent giant problems later on.

w ater use, it is estim ated, 
amounts to 950 gallons per 
year per family. Statewide, 
this could amount to over 127 
billion gallons annually. 
Phosphates, used in deter­ 
gents as a m eans of sof­ 
tening hard w ater, 
have 
been banned in a number of 
areas in recent years in an 
attem pt to slow the growth of 
algae in lakes and rivers.
